Others gaze 
and ſtare. about upon the Congregation,

| Neighbours ; and this is eſpecially ob- 
| de while the Leſſons are reading; as 
if the Holy Scriptures, though given by 
Inſpiration of Gop, were not always to 
be heard, marked, learned, and inwardly 
BY that ſo they may anſwer the 
nds for which they were written, and 
become profitable for Doctrine, for Re- 
of, for Correction, for inſtrudtion in 
t Righteouſneſs ; or in one word, good 40 
the Uſe of Edifying, 1 Tim. if. 16. With 
A egard to ſuch cold and careleſs Wor- 
mippers, we may apply to the Church 
or: what Jacob ſaid of Betbel ; Surely the Lord 
in this Place, and they know it not. 
Þ* do not conſider, that they are in 
immediate Prefence of Gop, and 
that by ſuch a Behaviour they affront 
Him to his Face, while they ſhould be 
devoutly attending to his Word, or pray» 
ing to Him. 
Others there are, who do indeed ſhew 
| ſome Inclination to mind the Prayers, 
and all the reſt of the Service; but hey 
and. 0 
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Behaviour inthe Public Worſhip of God. | 
do it with ſo much Ignorance, Diſtrac- | 
tion, or Confuſion, as diſcover that they 
do not rightly underſtand the Difference 
betwixt one Part of the Service and ano- 
ther; or conſider, that ſome are Prayers, 
ſome Praiſes and Thankſgivings, ſome 
public Profeſſions of the Chriſtian Faith, J 
and ſome no more than Instructions, Com- 
mands or Exhortations to the People. 
We often find them repeating after the 
Miniſter what he alone ſhould ſpeak, and 

they ſhould only hearken to. They are 
alſo apt, when they join in the Prayers, 1 
to ſay them after him ſo loud, as muſt 
needs be troubleſome, and diſturb thoſe F 
that are near them.
